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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Kurihara not teaching inferring a 
distance of a 1st mobile communication device using the signal propagation time from a 2nd mobile communication device to said 1st 
communication device, Paragraph 29 states very clearly that "...the 1st wireless unit measures a distance between the 1st wireless unit 
and the 2nd wireless unit according to a propagation time between the 1st wireless unit and the 2nd wireless unit. The base station 
measurements referred to in Paragraph 59, 61 and their related figures are examples of another manner of taking measurements in 
another embodiment of the same invention of Kurihara, and these are not referred to in support of stating that Kurihara makes up for the 
deficiency of Bergendorff. Since Kurihara teaches inferring the distance using the propagation time, the preceding response to the 
arguments covers the equivalent argument made with regard to the inventions of other inventor referred to, namely Kang. 
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
